The  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  respectfully  submit  here-

HIGH  PRESSURE  SERVICE 
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36  report  of  the 

High  Pressure  Service. 

The  area  covered  by  the  mains  of  the  pipe  line  system  ot 
the  High  Pressure  Fire  Service  is  bounded  by  Pratt,  Eutaw, 
Franklin,  Howard,  Saratoga,  Gay,  Baltimore  and  South  streets 
and  covers  about  170  acres.  The  total  length  of  the  mains  is 
8.856  miles  and  consists  of  .066  mile  of  30-inch,  .025  mile  of 
24-inch,  3.24  miles  of  16-inch  and  5.30  miles  of  10-inch,  as  well 
as  2  miles  of  8-inch  used  as  hydrant  branches. 

All  pipe  is  lap-welded,  soft,  open  hearth  steel,  designed  for 
a  maximum  working  pressure  of  300  pounds  per  square  inch. 
The  8,  10  and  16  inch  pipes  are  7-16  inch  thick,  and  the 
24-inch  pipe  is  y2  inch  thick ;  the  standard  length  is  20  feet. 

The  pipe  lines,  including  valves,  hydrants  and  other  fittings, 
were  tested  and  made  tight  before  backfilling,  at  a  pressure 
of  600  pounds  per  square  inch. 

All  valves  are  generally  located  on  property  lines,  ordinarily 
four  at  each  street  intersection,  so  that,  in  all  but  two  or  three 
cases,  any  single  side  of  a  block  may  be  cut  out  of  service  with- 
out interfering  with  the  operation  of  the  system  at  any  time. 

The  hydrants  are  of  a  specially  designed  flush  type.  Hy- 
drants are  provided  with  sidewalk  cover,  upon  removal  oi 
which  there  can  be  connected  the  portable  service  head,  which 
locks  into  position  by  a  single  turn.  Heads  have  four  2  J^ -inch 
outlets,  each  provided  with  a  regulating  valve,  so  designed  to 
act  as  a  shut-off  valve,  with  outlet  in  top  of  head  for  monitor 
nozzle  directly  thereto.  The  total  number  of  hydrants  in  the 
system  is  226.  Hydrants  are  located  between  street  inter- 
sections, between  corners  of  building  lines  and  curb  corners,  at 
alley  intersections  and  alternating  on  opposite  sides  of  streets. 

A  "Jurnb°"  monitor  nozzle,  with  2^-inch,  3-inch,  3^-inch 
and  4-inch  tips,  with  a  capacity  of  7,000  gallons  of  water  per 
minute,  which  can  be  operated  by  one  man,  is  provided  for 
direct  connection  on  hydrant  for  the  heaviest  fire  duty. 
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Fresh  water  is  used  in  the  system,  with  harbor  suction  and 
connections  for  fireboats,  in  the  event  of  a  break  in  the  water 
supply  or  in  the  event  of  the  pumping  station  being  shut  down 
from  any  cause. 

The  crew  assigned  to  the  pumping  station  is  taken  from 
members  of  the  Fire  Department  and  is  operated  as  a  regular 
fire  company,  under  charge  of  a  captain  and  absolute  control 
of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners.

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REPORT 

Baltimore,  January  i,  1914. 
To  the  Honorable  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners. 
Gentlemen  : 

Although  we  have  had  frequent  requests  from  the  Sewer- 
age Commission,  Paving  Commission  and  City  Engineers'  De- 
partment to  alter  the  alignment  of  overhead,  and  in  some  cases 
underground  equipment,  this  Department  has  maintained  the 
high  efficiency  of  its  service  during  the  past  year. 

Every  box  alarm  has  been  promptly  communicated  and  the 
telephone  calls  with  which  in  many  instances  the  operator  has 
had  to  use  some  judgment  and  patience  with  excited  persons 
giving  notice  of  fire ;  these  calls  also  have  had  such  attention 
that  the  efficiency  of  the  employes  has  had  further  demonstra- 
tion. 

The  lines  and  equipment  generally  have  been  kept  up  to 
a  high  standard.  The  regular  tests  for  conductivity  and  insula- 
tion have  enabled  us  to  anticipate  line  trouble,  and  our  exemp- 
tion from  storms  has  kept  us  free  of  the  disasters  of  preced- 
ing years. 

The  underground  service  has  been  extended.  The  lines 
on  Frederick  avenue  have  been  placed  in  conduits  to  the  city 
limits,  with  the  exception  of  a  short  section  at  Gwynn's  Falls, 
where  a  new  bridge  in  course  of  construction  has  delayed  the 
placing  of  conduits. 

Preparation  was  made  to  change  the  Fort  avenue  lines  from 
poles  to  conduits,  but  the  subway  work  being  delayed,  a  por- 
tion of  the  cable  purchased  for  this  section  was  used  at  other 
places. 
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Several  other  important  sections  have  been  changed  and  we 
will  be  enabled  to  take  down  a  number  of  poles  and  transfer 
some  to  the  companies  who  will  be  compelled  to  remain  over- 
head until  the  Electrical  Commission  completes  the  connec- 
tions necessary  to  order  them  into  the  conduits. 

Construction  work  during  the  year  embraced  the  removal 
of  60  poles,  216  poles  were  reset  and  46  new  poles  used  to 
replace  such  as  were  decayed  and  unsafe. 

The  46  poles  mentioned  were  taken  from  other  sections  and 
used  from  time  to  time  avoiding  the  expense  of  purchasing 
for  this  work. 

Eleven  thousand  six  hundred  and  twelve  feet  of  two-inch 
iron  pipe  was  laid  for  installation  of  new  boxes  and  lateral 
extensions  to  meet  city  and  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  trunk 
lines. 

Nine  and  a  half  miles  of  wire  were  taken  down ;  five  and  a 
half  of  which  was  used  in  connecting  Box  No.  1925,  foot  of 
Second  avenue,  Canton,  and  changes  on  Pennsylvania  avenue. 

Two  hundred  and  fifty-one  cross-arms  were  renewed,  18 
manholes  built,  13  hand-boxes  placed  and  five  cable  boxes  in- 
stalled on  poles  to  provide  connections  with  underground 
service. 

Circuits  Xos.  $j  and  38,  entirely  underground,  were  made 
by  changes  in  circuits  14,  16  and  18,  relieving  the  latter  of 
some  boxes  and  improving  the  condition  of  circuits  in  neighbor- 
hood they  are  located. 

The  Chesapeake  and  Potomac  Telephone  Company,  by  per- 
mission of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners,  rebuilt  the  Gor- 
such  avenue  line  embracing  46  poles  from  Harford  road  west. 

Connecting  new  boxes  and  extending  underground  service, 
32,880  feet  of  2-wire,  4,067  feet  4-wire,  1,050  feet  6-wire,  125 
feet  10-wire,  11,750  feet  12-wire,  1,000  feet  13-wire,  500  feet 
1 4-wire  cable  was  laid. 

For  repairs,  2,030  feet  2-wire,  220  feet  4-wire,  795  feet 
6-wire,  25  feet  TO-wire,  550  feet  t 2-wire,  40  feet  13-wire  cable 
was  used. 
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Some  changes  were  made  in  lighting  fixtures  at  the  High 
Pressure  Pumping  Station.  The  arc  lights  which  were  unsatis- 
factory, were  removed  and  open  lights  with  reflectors  sub- 
stituted. Some  additional  wiring  was  done  in  the  boiler-room 
to  provide  a  more  efficient  illumination. 

All  changes  and  repairs  in  lighting  equipment  in  engine- 
houses  has  been  done  by  employes  of  this  Department  with 
slight  expense  for  outside  help.

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Three  of  the  ten-pin  registers  were  altered  from  inking 
recorders  to  punching  instruments,  eliminating  the  serious  ob- 
jections to  the  former  style  of  making  records  and  clearing 
the  machinery  from  the  disadvantages  caused  by  the  ink  spread- 
ing over  the  gearing  and  interfering  with  proper  operation. 
A  new  feature  of  propelling  the  paper  by  the  substitution  of 
an  electric  motor  in  place  of  the  weights  for  moving  the  ma- 
chinery has  proven  a  valuable  improvement  to  these  instru- 
ments. 

The  care  of  batteries  and  lamps  on  motor-driven  apparatus, 
which  has  been  made  a  part  of  the  work  of  this  Department, 
has  been  systematized  to  the  extent  that  this  detail  of  the  ap- 
paratus has  been  kept  in  perfect  condition. 

Avoiding  detail,  this  report  does  not  show  the  amount  of 
work  done  during  the  year,  but  I  am  pleased  to  report  com- 
mendable zeal  and  efficiency  displayed  on  every  occasion.
